There was general belief among 


available Congress members that 
when Kennedy sits down April 25 
with a group of business men led 
by Henry Ford II, he will be will- 
ing to make some 
concessions 


aimed at enlisting their support 
for a revised tax reduction plan. 


Kennedy has given top priority 


to tax reduction. But his propos- 
als for linking graduated cuts 
over three years with revisions of 
the revenue laws has encountered 
stiff opposition which has spread 
to other segments of his program. 


Republicans have cranked up a 


budget-reduction drive pointed at 
the $4.5-billion increase in spend- 
ing over current levels Kennedy 
has estimated for the year begin; 
ning July 1. 


The Republican drive is aimed 


primarily at new administration 
programs, such as the mass trans- 
it and youth employment legisla- 
tion already passed by the Sen- 
ate. 


The group headed by Ford has 


proposed in a preliminary state- 
ment of principles a substantial 
reduction in individual income tax 
rates, plus a cutback in the max- 
imum corporation levy from 52 to 
47 per 
cent. It has indicated it 


believes revenue law changes can 
wait until later. 


Most associates think the Pres- 


ident would not object.to having 
his proposed $10-billion net tax; re- 
duction telescoped 'into a single 
year.

The Ford group is reported pro- 


jposing sharp reductions, in expen- 
ditures, with -the goal of eiiminat- 
ing budget deficits. • . . • . . - , • 


If these programs' are reduced 


in size—as the youth 'employment 
bill was cut from $500 million to 
$375 million in the Senate—their 
chances of final approval by Con- 
gress would be enhanced.

C. P. Cabell of Washington, also 
has been invited. 


The ceremony, sponsored by the 


Washington County Historical So- 
ciety, will be held on the lawn of 
the P. R. Green home, which was 
Confederate headquarters for the 
battle. A historical marker will be 
dedicated.

The mi- 
niority group contended he was 
teaching doctrines inimical to the 
Landmark Missionary B a p i s t 
faith. 
'?Thc miniorily group petitioned 
for a rehearing on grounds the 
first ruling didnjt.go far .enough 
because it did not prohibit the ma- 
jority group from continuing lo ad- 
here lo the "heretical" teachings. 


The majority group also asked 


for a rehearing, contending the 


dispute was nol in the realm of 


judicial r e v i e w The majority 
group's position was rejected to- 
day. 


Today's opinion by Associate 


Justice George Ro,sc Smith em- 
phasized that separation of church 
and state was nol involved in the 
case—that it was merely a mat- 
ter of devoting the church proper- 
ty lo the cause for which it was 
intended, furthering the Landmark 
Missionary Baptist faith. 


Chief Justice Carlcton Harris 


wrote a concurring opening.

several of their leaders, including 
the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr., 
arc being held. 


A littlq earlier, a few Negroes 


succeeded 
in attending Easter 


services at two white churches: 
Negroes were turned away from 
several other white churches. 


The 
mild-mannered 
Boutwell

Lower Courts 
Taken Out of 
Rail Cut Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Su- 


preme Court decided fi-3 today 
that lower federal tribunals lack 
authority to block cuts in railroad 
freight rates pending a final rul- 
ing by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on the reductions. 


The decision is of prime inter- 


est in the Southeast where rail- 
roads are proposing to cut rates 
on grain despite vigorous opposi- 
tion from barge lines. 


Justice Brennan, delivering the 


court's majority opinion, said Con- 
gress had given to ICC the sole 
and exclusive power to suspend 
rate cuts. This congressional ac- 
tion, he said, withdrew from the 
judiciary any pre-existing power 
to grant injunctive relief against 
cuts. 


Justice Clark, in a dissenting 


opinion, said the court majority 
in today's case "sounds the death 
knell to barge transportation on 
the Tennessee River." 


Chief Justice Warren and Jus- 


, tice?Black joined in Clark's dis- 
' 


•.. 
Brermsri's majority opinion said 


that the congressional mandate to 
achieve a balance between com- 
peting : forms of transportation is 
directed' not to the courts but to 
the commission. 


Brennan said that Congress did 


not intend to permit the revival of 
the judicial remedy "the exercise 
of which might well defeat rather 
than promote the objectives of the 
national transportation policy." 


Navy Resumes 
Probe of 
Thresher 


PORTSMOUTH, N.H. (AP) ~ 


Navy court of inquiry today re- 
sumes its efforts to discover what 
swift disaster overtook the sub- 
marine Thresher in the depths of 
the Atlantic Ocean. 


The ill-fated nuclear submarine 


with 129 men aboard plunged to 
a watery grave—some 8,000 feet 
deep—during a 
test 
dive last 


Wednesday about 220 miles east 
of Boston.
